REPORT  OF  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  oi  presenting  my  Eighteenth  Annual  Report  dealing 
with  the  work  carried  out  in  my  department  during  1948. 

Closet  Accommodation 

The  town  area  is  mostly  sewered,  and  of  the  1,819  houses  in  the 
area,  only  eleven  houses  have  not  been  converted  to  the  water  carriage 
system.  'There  are  cases  in  the  district  of  closets  having  no  flushing 
apparatus. 

A  scheme  for  the  proper  sewering  of  the  Brereton  area  is  at  present 
being  carried  out.  In  this  area  there  are  248  pails  and  privies,  and  150 
water-closets  to  cesspools.  At  Etching  Hill  and  Hednesford  Road  are  140 
houses,  69  of  which  have  water-closets  to  cesspools. 

Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  private  swimming  baths  or  pools  in  the  area. 


Public  Cleansing 

(a)  Dry  House  Refuse. — The  whole  of  the  refuse  of  the  district  is 
removed  by  the  Council's  workmen  in  two  covered  vehicles,  once  every 
week. 

(b)  Contents  of  Pail  Closets,  Cesspools,  etc.— This  is  conveyed  from 
the  premises  in  a  special  trailer  sludge  tank.  The  pail  closets  are  emptied  at 
night  once  every  week.  73  cesspools  were  emptied  by  the  Council  s  work¬ 
men  during  the  year. 

Ambulance  Service 

From  the  1st  January  to  the  4th  July  the  ambulance  was^  used^  on 
302  occasions  conveying  348  patients,  and  covering  5,/ 10  miles.  Tne 
driving  time  was  592  hours.  Accoun;s  sent  out  to  ambulance  useis 
amounted  to  £97/19/0.

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inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 

(a)  SVfilk  Supply — 81  visits  have  been  paid  to  farms  and  dairies,  and  the 
provision  of  the  Milk  &  Dairies  Orders  enforced.  In  the  district  we 
have  registered  twenty  cowkeepers.  Ten  of  these  cowkeepers  are  also 
retail  purveyors. 

Also  in  the  district  we  have  registered  two  retail  purveyors  who  are 
not  cowkeepers.  We  have  three  o:her  retail  purveyors  whose  dairies 
are  situated  outside  our  district.  The  Staffordshire  County  Council 
carried  out  the  sampling  and  examination  of  milk  for  Bacterial  con¬ 
tents  and  for  tubercle  bacilli. 

(b)  Ice  Cream — In  the  district  we  have  four  premises  registered  for  the 
sale  of  ice-cream  and  seven  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  ice-cream.  All  the  premises  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.

Water  Supply 

The  Council  obtain  their  water  in  bulk  from  the  South  Staffordshire 
Water  Company.  This  supply  has  been  satisfactory  (a)  in  quality,  and 
(b)  in  quantity. 

In  addition  to  the  samples  we  submit  to  the  County  Analyst  and 
County  Bscteriologist,  the  Water  Works  Company  take  frequent  samples 
of  the  raw  water  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  (a)  before 
treatment,  (b)  after  treatment,  and  (c)  from  taps  in  our  district. 

The  supply  is  a  constant  one,  arid  does  not  have  a  plumbo-salvent 
action. 

No  action  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination  has  been  taken 
during  the  year.  The  following  are  reports  of  samples  of  the  Council’s 
Public  Water  Supply  :  —

It  is  estimated  that  2,353  dwelling  houses  occupied  by  8,305  persons 
are  supplied  from  the  public  water  mains,  of  these,  2,322  dwelling-houses 
occupied  by  8,195  persons  have  the  supply  directly  over  the  sinks  in  the 
houses.  The  remaining  31  dwelling-houses,  occupied  by  110  persons,  obtain 
the  public  supply  from  stand  pipes.  The  tenants  of  seven  of  these  houses 
have  to  carry  their  water  for  a  distance  varying  from  70  to  320  yards.  In 
my  opinion  the  water  should  be  provided  over  the  sinks  in  these  houses. 
The  other  24  houses  have  stand  pipes  in  the  yard.  They  are  houses  which 
will  be  represented  for  demolition  when  the  rehousing  situation  is  improved. 
One  house  at  Brerefon  Hill  has  a  piped  supply  from  a  spring,  which  is 
satisfactory'".  One  house  at  Brereton  Fields  occupied  by  Mrs.  Owens  has 
a  piped  supply  from  Brereton  Coal  Board  Unit,  which  is  satisfactory  both 
in  quality  and  quantity.  You  have  a  Demolition  Order  on  the  house. 
Mr.  Clarke,  who  owns  and  occupies  a  house  at  Bower  Lane,  obtains  his 
water  supply  from  a  well,  which  is  unsatisfactory.
